LEOPOLDVILLE. The Congo — A 
cool headed Canadian Army of¬ 
ficer stationed at Kamina in The 
Congo recently rescued a wound¬ 
ed Congolese soldier and averted 
possible additional casualties fol¬ 
lowing a land-mine explosion. 

The officer, Lieutenant J. T. F. 
A. (Terry) Liston, 24, of Montreal, 
is a member of the Royal 22e 
Regiment, now serving in 57 Ca¬ 
nadian Signal Unit with the United 
Nations Force in The Congo. 

As liaison officer between U.N. 
Sector Heaodquartera in Kamina 
and the 2nd Battalion of L'Armee 
Nationale Congolaise, Lt. Liston 
was with a 160-man Congolese 
patrol at Kabongo, a village in 
Katanga Province, in mid-January 
when one of the soldiers stepped 
on a mine. 

On arriving at the scene, Lt. 
Liston found that the explosion 
had killed one man and seriously 
injured two others, one of whom 
was still laying in the mine field. 
He organized the rescue of the 
injured man when he saw that the 
Congolese soldiers were unfamil¬ 
iar with minefields. 

Probing for mines with a bayo¬ 
net for a distance of about 12 
yards, he found and marked three 
mines, cleared a path to the 
wounded man and with the help 
of a Congolese soldier carried 
him out and administered first 
aid.

What type of person are you 
when you get behind the wheel of 
your car? The "HARE"—nervous, 
exciteable, impatient, aggressive, 
and over confident or the "TORT¬ 
OISE" —■ steady, patient, depend¬ 
able and understanding. Let's ex¬ 
amine an example of each. 

It's a Saturday morning and Mr. 
Hare has an important appoint¬ 
ment with a firm on Jasper Ave¬ 
nue. He has had an argument 
with his wife which has not only 
disturbed him but also left him 
short of time for his appointment. 
He leaves Griesbach and travels 
down 97th Street, a distance of 
4.2 miles. During this trip there 
are ten sets of traffic lights, five 
of which are red when he arrives 
at the intersection. When the light 
changes to green, he guns hi 
motor, .sprays sand from the icey 
surface of the road in all direc¬ 
tions and accelerates up to 35 
MPH. He has passed through 
three 20 MPH pedestrian crossing 
zones but maintains his 35 MPH 
speed —■ he's in a hurry. When 
he approaches the intersection of 
97th Street and Jasper, the light 
has changed lo amber. The frust¬ 
rations of the past half hour well 
up in him and he decides to take 
the chance. He drives into the 
intersection when * ! — tight is red, 
directly into the path of a car 
driving along Jasper with the 
green light. Results, an accident 
involving damage to the two cars 


cars totalling $425.00. 

The same Saturday morning, 
Mr. Tortoise is taking the child¬ 
ren over to the South Side for a 
dental appointment. The children 
are noisy but he has placed them 
in the back seat where they won'f 
interfere with his driving. Anyway 
he's left himself plenty of time and 
is in no hurry. After leaving 
Griesbach he very carefully keeps 
his safe speed at 25 MPH, ad¬ 
justing to lower speeds as con¬ 
ditions dictate and slowing care¬ 
fully to 20 MPH at pedestrian 
crossings. Up to the tiime he has 
arrived at Jasper Avenue, he has 
had to stop at only two traffic 
lights •—• he knows the traffic 
authorities synchronize the light 
changes to benefit the driver 
maintaining a steady speed of 25 
MPH in the city. When he reaches 
the intersection of 97th Street and 
Jasper he has to turn the comer 
very carefully as there are two 
cars piled up in the intersection.

On examination, at 35 MPH it 
actually took Mr. Hare 10 min¬ 
utes and 21 seconds to reach 
Jasper Avenue where he had the 
accident.

When he picks up your child 
for doing such innocent things 
as Shooting out street lights or 
throving rocks at cars, he is a 
terrible man but if it should be 
someone else's child, it should 
have been done a long time ago. 

One of the first lessons a Police¬ 
man learns is he can't please 
some of the people any of the 
time, but a Policeman may take 
solace in thefact that those who 
have notiime for the Police, are 
those who have very sound rea¬ 
sons for their views. 

Finally as a matter of interest, 
the word "Cop" is not a slang 
expression as many believe, but 
means "Constable on Patrol" and 
Was used for the first time many 
years ago by a Police Officer in 
Chicago who wrote COP JONES, 
to his report. So it may be sur¬ 
prising that when the little boys 
say "The Cops are coming" what 
they are saying is "Constables 
on Patrol, are coming."

LENT, 1963 

We live in the era of the "buy 
now pay later" plan. The cost 
of any particular item presumably 
matters little for we don't have 
to pay for it at the moment. The 
hidden implication of much adver¬ 
tising today is that we don't have 
to pay for what we get — at 
least not much! 

Many people carry this sort of 
thinking over into their religious 
life and are very surprised, even 
upset, at a faith that dares to 
speak the succinct words of our 
Lord: "If any man would come 
after me, lethim deny himself and 
take up his cross and follow me." 
Self denial is not our strong point. 

Yet every year as Lent comes 
around we again have impressed 
on us that "man shall not live 
by bread alone, but by every 
word that proceeds from the 
mouth of God." In other words 
there is no "buy now pay later" 
plan in the Christian life. So one 
can enjoy the fruits of faith with¬ 
out paying the cost. 

Surprisingly enough the great¬ 
est and most necessary cost is 
that we take more time for God 
and a bit for ourselves — essen¬ 
tially self denial. One of the 
ancients — Anselm — put it this 
way: 

"Flee now, for a little while, 
these accustomed occupations; 

Hide thyself for a brief moment 
from thy tumultous thoughts; 

Cast aside thy cares; postpone 
thy toilsome engagements; 

Devote thyself awhile to God; 

Repose for a moment in Him; 

Enter into the sanctuary of thy 
soul. 

Exclude thence all else but God 
and whatever may aid thee in 
finding Him; 


Then, within the closed doors, 
inquire after thy God."

LENTEN REGULATIONS 

A) MILITARY PERSONNEL AND 
DND EMPLOYEES 

Are dispensed of the Law of 
Fast and Abstinence every day 
of the year except on ASH 
WEDNESDAY and GOOD FRIDAY. 

1) All the members of the Cana¬ 
dian land, sea or air Armed 
Forces in service receiving pay. 

2) All the faithful of both sexes, 
lay or religious, in regular 
service with the Armed Forces 
in any capacity whatsoever, 
provided they reside habitually 
in the camps or in places re¬ 
served for the Armed Forces. 

B) DEPENDENTS OF MILITARY 
PERSONNEL 

Wives of members of the Cana¬ 
dian Armed Forces (Regular), 
their children, relatives, employees 
and members of the household, 
may use the privilege described 
in the preceding paragraphs: 

When in Canada, they reside 
in military posts or in Married 
Personnel quarters. 

C) DEPENDENTS OF MILIARY 
PERSONNEL LIVING OUT OF THE 
CAMPS IN CANADA 

The families of military person¬ 
nel residing outside of military 
camps in Canada are not subject 
to the jurisdiction of the Military 
Vicar; this explains why they are 
not exempt from the obligation of 
Fast and Abstinence. They are 
bound to adhere to the laws of 
the Diocese in which they live. 
However, according to the inter¬ 
pretation of Theologians, they are 
exempt from abstaining when the 
serviceman, who has a right td 
eat meat takes his meal at home. 
This is based on the assumption 
that in most cases, it is morally 
Impossible to prepare two differ¬ 
ent meals at the same time. 

Let us sum up the rules of fast 
and abstinence. 

ABSTINENCE 

All the faithful who have com¬ 


pleted their seventh year and who 
enjoy the use of reason are bound 
by the law of abstinence. 

The law of absfinence forbids 
the use of meat, as well as the 
blood, fat, marrow of animals who 
are bom and live on the land. 
This law does not forbid the use 
of eggs, dairy products (milk, 
cream, butter, cheese), oleomar¬ 
garine, as well as seasoning, 
flavouring or dressing even if 
there are the products of animal 
fat. 

FASTING 

All the faithful from the com¬ 
pletion of their 21st year to the 
beginning of their 60th year are 
bound by the laws of lasting. 

The law of lasting prescribes 
that only one full meal may be 
taken each day. 

Accepted custom permits the 
taking of two other meatless meals, 
sufficient to maintain strength, 
but together they must not equal 
another full meal. 

Eating between meals is not 
permitted, but liquids including 
milk and fruit juices are allowed. 

The lessening of these laws 
must not induce us to forget the 
spirit of the holy season of Lent 
during which the Church reminds 
us with more insistance than ever 
of the obligation to do penance, 
and encourages us to offer just 
reparation for our sins and to fol¬ 
low in the footsteps of Our Saviour 
who suffered and died for us. 

We earnestly exhort the faith¬ 
ful to pray with increased fervour, 
especially for the intentions of 
the Holy Father. Daily attendance 
at Mass, frequent Holy Commun¬ 
ion, more regular attendance at 
the public exercises, family Ros¬ 
ary, generous support at Charit¬ 
able endeavours, the visitation of 
the sick, the . old and the poor, 
personal mortification through ab¬ 
staining from alcoholic beverages, • 
from elaborate menus, and from 
wordly amusements, are strongly 
recommended. 

OTHER DIRECTIVES: 

1. Almsgiving, which normally 
goes hand in hand with pen¬ 
ance, should replace the former 
severity of the Lenten regula¬ 
tions. 

2. Once per week in each Chapel 
on a day and at an hour de¬ 
signated by the Chaplain, 
public devotions, which are to 
include the Way of the Cross, 
will be held. 

3. The time for the fulfilment of 
the precept governing Easter 
Duty according to the general 
law of the Church extends from 
Palm Sunday to the Sunday 
after Easter. However, subject 
of the Military Vicar may ful¬ 
fil this precept at any time of 
the year, if they so desire.

The Case of the

Somewhere in the wide reaches 
of this vast country of ours there 
lurks a mad architect. Somewhere, 
probably in a secret room beneath 
a particularly well designed split- 
level, he is concocting new and 
subtle schemes for the torture ot 
innocent people. 'Only a deep 
seated hatred of humanity in gen¬ 
eral and women in particular can 
account for the dastardly devices 
this ruthless artisan has used on 
unsuspecting people. Like us, for 
instance. 

We moved into this house near¬ 
ly six yedrs ago. Our first real 
home- Dewy eyed and innocent 
we were led like lambs to the 
slaughter. We were enthralled by 
the huge ad in the paper one 
night, describing the opening of 
a new development of semi-de¬ 
tached homes to be made avail¬ 
able, to low income rentors. It de¬ 
scribed in glowing terms the twq 
and three bedroom units complete 
with refrigerator and stove, easy 
care floors, full basement, down¬ 
stairs bathroom, and traffic free 
play areas already landscaped. 
It sounded ideal. 

When we made our initial tour 
cf the place a few thing that 
would have shrieked warning 
claxons to a more experienced 
housewife seemed to me to be 
minor inconveniences. For in¬ 
stance, the bathroom opening dir¬ 
ectly, almost, onto the rear en¬ 
trance door. The glib realtor, of 
course, praised this as an advant¬ 
age built in especially for the con¬ 
venience of young mothers. Child¬ 
ren playing outdoors,, coming in 
dusty or muddy, don't have to 
track all through the house to 
reach the bathroom. He didn't 
point out, however, that since 
ther is only lawn and sidewalk at 
the front of the house, and the 
car park area is at the back, 
that this entrance would be the 
main entrance to all callers. 
Rather than seem indelicate, I will 
leave you to imagine the incon- 
venienoe this arragement can 
cause. 

The fact that the dining room 
was down the hall from the kit¬ 
chen seemed a might inconven-

ient too, — but we solved this for 
the first couple of years by using 
it as a bedroom, and making the 
kitchen do double duty. Besides, 
we had no dining room furniture. 

It wasn't until we had lived in 
the house for a few years that 1 
began to suspect the motives of 
the architect, — and soon I was 
sure that all these seemingly 
small inconveniences were pre¬ 
planned by him as a sort of 
modern day water torture. 

The kitchen for instance, is long 
and narrow, and I'm sure that 
most normal architects would hav 
chosen to place the cupboards 
along the outside long wall, with 
a sink in the centre and a window 
over it, the stove and fridge con¬ 
veniently together on one of the 
end wall, leaving ample space for 
table and chairs, and for the free 
movement of more than one per¬ 
son at a time. Not THIS architect. 
He planned a couple of inad¬ 
equate cupboards crammed on 
the inside end wall, a sink in 
the centre to take up most of the 
already scanty counter space, and 
nothing to look at while you wash 
dishes but an expanse of uninspir¬ 
ing white wall. The over-the-sink 
cupboards are diabolically plan¬ 
ned to be at just the right height 
to hit you either in the eye or 
on the temple, depending on your 
height, — and the doors are 
cleverly balanced to swing open 
at the slightest provocation. 

The fridge and stove, instead 
of side by side, are placed directly 
across from each other. In an al¬ 
ready narrow kitchen you can 
imagine the bottleneck this can 
create. I've com© to believe that 
the architect, as a boy (yes, I'm 
SURE he's a man, no woman 
would dream of designing a house 
like this one) had to help con¬ 
siderably in the kitchen. He nurs¬ 
ed his resentment silently and 
then designed this kitchen to make 
sure that the woman who used it 
would work alone, if only for the 
reoson that she would be unable 
to get anyone into the kitchen with 
her unless they were seated 
quietly at the table. 

I vowed to foil him on this point. 
I decided I would move either the

stove or the fridge. The fridge 
seemed easiest, so I tried that 
first and discovered why he plan¬ 
ned two tall windows instead of 
one long one. 1 couldn't move the 
fridge to the left without placing 
it directly in front of one of the 
windows and blocking off one set 
of lower cupboards, and moving 
it even a few inches to the right 
meant it would be next to im¬ 
possible to move the chairs out 
from the table. So I decide to 
move it across the room side by 
side with the stove. But our ar¬ 
chitect had thought of that, not 
only was here no base plug 
without threading the wire around 
the door frame into the living 
room and around another door 
frame into the front hall, but the 
hot air outlet for the kitchen is 
situated just a few inches from 
the stove. If I tried to put the 
fridge there it would burn out its 
motor trying to keep cool while 
the room itself would be impos¬ 
sible to heat. 

Well if I couldn't mave the 
fridge, I'd move the stove! That's 
what I thought! Not only would 1 
have to move it away from the 
gas main, but a few inches to right 
or left would plaoe it either in 
one of the two doorways or in 
front of that hot air register. He 
had me foiled. 

The bathroom is most effectively 
booby-trapped. His queer twisted 
mind must have been trying to 
seek revenge for some long re¬ 
membered embarrassment, — be¬ 
cause this bathroom can practic¬ 
ally guarantee embarrassment at 
one time or another. The bath¬ 
room having two outside walls, 
with a northern exposure is, in 
winter, the coldest room in the 
house.
